Atlanta will no* have a state su- 
pervised farmers’ market, the hub of 
a new state marketing system, unless 
the city shows more interest in the 
project, Commissioner of Agriculture 
Tom Linder said yesterday as he an- 
nounced the department of agricul- 
ture had completed plans for five mar- 
kets over the state. 

“T have asked the chamber of com- 
merce to help and have sought to in- 
terest individuals as well as the city 
and county governments but I'm get- 
ting little response,” the commission- 
er said. “Unless Atlanta shows more 
interest we may have to the 
hub of the system in some other city, 
maybe Macon or Savannah.”

to cost around $250,000 which will be 
paid for out of fees collected from 
farmers and produce merchants who 
use the market.

It is the plan of the commissioner 
to have the market erected from pri- 
vate funds or from funds supplied by 
the city and county and leased by 
the state, the fees not only paying the 
lease rentals but also providing a sink- 
ing fund which eventually will provide 
the purchase price for the market. 

Linder said the department held 
leases on sites, and property for $1 
a year, with pbptions to buy at the 
expiration of 4i,e years in Thomas- 
ville, Gainesville, Douglas, Valdosta 
and Cartersville, 

The commissioner is working under 
an act of the last legislature which 
authorized the department of agricul- 
ture to own and operate eight state 
farm markets in Georgia. 

“The markets anc sites are financed 


either by private interests or by the 
communities in which they are locat- 
ed,” Linder explained, “and are either 
donated o> leased to the department 
of agriculture.”

said Thomas county and the city ob 
tained the site and financed the con- 
struction of a shed with GY stalls at 
a cost of $4,556. dZhe state depart- 
ment leased the property for $l a year 
with an option to buy for five years.

Special Session Arranged 
in Effort To Pass Meas- 
ure Today. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—(4)— 
The senate today began debate on the 
revised Bankhead farm tenant bill, 
and arranged for a Saturday session 
in an effort to pass the measure to- 
morrow. 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, author of the measure, explain- 
ed in detail the changes made in the 
bill since it was sent beck to com- 
mittee more thaa a month ago, after 
several days of debate, for revisions. 

He expressed confidence many of 
the objections to the original bill had 


been met by a provision that the pro- 
posed Farmers’ Home Corporation 
should not use more than its $50,000.- 
000 capitalization during the first 
year and not more than $300,000,000 
of its $1,000,000,000 authorized bond 
issue during the first three years. 
The provision, Bankhead said, 
“gives congress ample time to decide 
whether it wants to put a stop to the 
program or go on with it.” 

The purpose of the bill is to create 
a corporation to help farm tenants 
hare croppers to purchase the 
land they work and the homes in 
which they live. Loans would be 
made at low interest for terms run- 
ning up to 50 years.

‘COLLABORATION WASHINGTON, June 21.—The spare fig- 
ure of Professor Felix Frankfurter, liberal 
lawyer-economist, darted in and out of the White House unnoticed 
on several occasions just before President Roosevelt sent his wealth- 
sharing tax proposals to congress. This same Harvard counselor 
paid several visits earlier to Hyde Park while the president was there, 
although none noted his presence except the sparrows in the trees. 
Also unrecorded were simultaneous calls at both places by Pro- 
fessor Ray Moley, the weekly Boswell of New Deal viewpoint. 
Both gentlemen carried fountain pens in their pockets and ideas 
in their heads about taxing bigness. This is how the wealth-tax 
Stroke was conceived. 
The original draft was composed in the seclusion of Hyde Park 


and edited upon the president’s return here. 
TIMING The president confounded some of his best friends by 
making his proposal now. They have known the idea 
has been in the back of his head for more than six months. That 
much has been been published, but, until recently, he intended de- 
laying presentation of it until next year. What changed his mind 
apparently was the existing political situation, the necessity of head- 
ing off Huey and the republicans at the same time. 

But he timed the presentation even down to a minute. The mes- 
sage was given to the White Hoyse messenger (Maurice Latta) as 
soon as the stock market closed Wednesday. Latta was sent to the 
senate with it, but was instructed not to enter the chamber until 
the senate passed the security bill. Mr. Latta hid outside the senate 
door nearly an hour, peeking in occasionally through the door. As 
soon as the security bill was out of the way, he jumped in. 


ADVICE Also confounded were the democratic leaders in con- 

gress. A senator who is supposed to be in charge of 
such legislation for the administration confided,to friends that he 
“ie not know about the message until two hours before it was de- 
ivered. 

The reason Mr. Roosevelt did not consult his party men on the 
hill was that he knew they would be against any such far-reaching 
proposal. They would have pulled wires to stop him. Now, all they 
can do is to fume and fret in silence. 


BOOMLET Another reason why Mr. Roosevelt believed it was 

safe to strike now is that some of his conservative 
friends have been telling him that recovery psychology is getting 
a little too far advanced. At least the New Deal’s best authority on 
the stock market thought that this particular barometer was moving 
up too fast, out of line with substantial improvement. He informed 
the White House last Tuesday that, if stocks continued to show 
such strength, the New Deal might soon have a market problem on 
its hands.

NRA IDEA A similarly striking new idea which the president 

now has in the far corner of his mind is one for 

new NRA legislation. It is based on the novel theory that the federal 

government may legislate against the hours and wages of corpora- 

tions in states other than the ones in which they are incorporated. 

For instance, many corporations are incorporated in Delaware 
but few operate there. 

The idea is that it would be legal for the government to institute 
the regulations of the NRA against these corporations in all states 
except Delaware, either by use of taxing power or otherwise. 

This is only one of several unexpressed NRA ideas of which you 
may or may not hear more shortly. 


SURRENDER Only six congress members were recorded against 
two controversial items in the Roosevelt reform 
program the other day—six out of 531. 

After wrangling for months the senate passed the social security 
bill, 76 to 6, on the same day that the house passed the Wagner- 
Connery labor bill without the formality of a record vote. 

The explanation behind this astounding shrinkage of opposition 
is that these are two measures which few politicians dare to oppose 
openly. Both were subjected to strong undercover opposition. Re- 
peated attempts were made to soften them by amendments. Efforts 
to delay them have been made secretly by some of the same con- 
gressmen who voted for them, 

But when it came time to vote, only a bare half dozen cared or 
dared to face the strong class appeal which these measures have. 


CONFIDENCE? Some sponsors of the social security bill will 


| confide for your own private ear alone that 
| the bill is even now not efficiently drawn. They know it will have 


to be changed many times before it becomes fully operative several 


years hence. But it is a mild initial effort. 

Similarly there is a general unexpresséd feeling among congress- 
men that the labor bill is unconstitutional. If the supreme court 
had not washed away the NRA, the bill would have been forgotten. 
The court decision made it necessary to ‘‘do something for labor,”’ 
and this was the only possible handy thing. 

Do not make the mistake of believing that the government votes 
for these measures accurately represented the real confidence and 
hope of congress in them.

lumbia 40 years ago. It is supposed |

to have been 417 feet high, and of the | 


Douglas fir family; and I asked read- | 


ers who might know of it to send 
me word. , 

Before I wrote the _ article, an 
American scientist who is preparing 
a book about the world’s great trees 
showed me copies of letters which he, 
had written to lumbermen and others 
in British Columbia about the Doug- 
las fir. These letters covered a pe- 


riod of several years. There had been 
|many replies, but none of them sup- 
' plied 


full proof. One correspondent 
declared that the tree must have been 
a redwood. The scientist told me 
all persons who took part in 
felling the tree appeared to have died 
or to have moved away from the Van- 
couver region. He also said that the 


stump had not been located. 


Miss Sadie Irene Moore writes me | 


“In 1912, while on a sight-seeing 
trip to Capalino canyon near North 
Vancouver, B. C., we twice passed an 
immense stump of a Douglas fir. It 
stood near a four or five-room square | 
cottage, and was actually larger than | 
the cottage by  circumference—and 
about as high as the house. A Brit- | 
ish flag was flying from the stump. | 


20 feet in diameter.” 

EF. E. Hilliard also has been kind 
enough to write to mé. In his long 
and interesting letter, he says: 

“Some years ago, I ent a clipping 
from the Vancouver Daily. Province. 
I give below an excerpt from the ar- 
ticle: 

‘“*\ recent tree that reached the 
sawmill at Vernonia, Ore., is the lat- 
est claimant to the large tree title, 
being 230 feet tall. But this is only 
a toothpick compared with the giant 
Douglas fir that was cut down near 
Vancouver in 1895. Measurements of 
this giant were 417 feet in height, be- 
ing 300 feet to the first limb, 25 feet 
in diameter and 77 feet in circom- 
ference at the butt, and nine feet in 
dinmeter at 207 feet height. It was 
helieved to have been about 2.000 
vears old. It is definitely established 
that this was a Donglas fir, in spite 
of many statements crediting it to be 
a redwood. The bark was 16 inches 
thick.’ ” 


The stump of which Miss Moore 


‘writes may be the very one which was 


left when the giant tree was cut. We 
may have further notes on the sub- 
ject later in the summer.

STORM, FLOOD UNITE 
T0 RAVAGE ARKANSAS 


Four Killed, 25 Hurt and 
Heavy Damage Caused 
by Tornado. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 21.— 
(#)—Storm and flood wrought addi- 
tional havoc in Arkansas today as 
two more main channel levees on the 
Arkansas river snapped and a brief 
but violent tornado dipped into the 
Texarkana area, killing four and in- 
Juring 25, and causing property dam- 
age estimated at $250,000. 

Cresting in northwest Arkansas, the 
big stream crashed another levee near 
Morrilton, inundating 15,000 acres of 
| plantation property, and a few hours 
later broke through below Cotton 
| Town, in the Carden bottoms, 15 miles 
southeast of Dardanelle in Yeéll county. 
| Sandbagging crews at both places 
[escaped injurr. 

The Carden bottoms break—the 
‘ninth on the main river this week— 
/poured a torrent of water onto 8,000 
‘acres of land planted to cotton, corn 
‘and potatoes. 

Two hundred and fifty families 
| were forced out, many in boats, mak- 
\ing a total of 800 families homeless 
‘in that area. 
| Backwater approached to within a 
‘mile of Dardanelle on the south side. 

The state extension service late to- 
'day revised figures on crop damage 
‘gathered from county agents in 
counties reporting 378,300 acres of 
cultivated land inundated. “badly 
enough to destroy growing crops’’ and 
announcing the destruction of 157,250 
acres of cotton. 

Refugee camps continued to grow 
'in population here and at other éstrate- 
|gic centers, but no _ official source 
| was willing late today to estimate the 
‘thousands of families forced from their 
homes during the last few days. 

The windstorm which struck Texar- 
kana killed Dempsey Freeze. 40. farm- 
ier, and his two-year-old son, Gilbert: 
‘Dunbar McCartney, 30, negro relief 
| worker, and Cynthia Perkins, aged 

negro woman. 


‘KENTUCKY IS STRICKEN 
BY HIGH WINDS, FLOODS 
By the Associated Press. 


Torrential rains, winds that in 
some sections approached cyclonic pro- 
portions and scattered hai] storms 
istruck central and western Kentucky 
yesterday, washing out bridges, halt- 
‘ing highway and rail transportation, 
‘flooding streams, forcing many famil- 
ies from their homes and causing in- 
estimable crop damage. 


Hopkins county was lashed. by one 
of the most severe rainstorms on réc- 
ord. At Earlington precipitation of 9.1 
inches amounted almost to a cloud- 
'burat. Nortonville, 10 miles to the 
south, was partly under water, with 
Louisville & Nashville and Illinois 
Central trains held up and traffic 
stopped on U. 8S. Highway No. 41. 
| Homes in Madisonville, Earlington, 
|Nortonville and Slaughters were flood- 
‘ed and more than a dozen families 
‘were routed. Passenger stations at 
Slaughters and Nortonville were 
flooded for the first time in historr.
